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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on 3/4/04. In light of the 
amendment to the claims and the arguments all previous rejections are withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 33-34 are objected to because of the following informalities: it is 
suggested to either use the term secure or the term fasten in the claims rather than 
interchanging the two for the sake of clarity and consistency. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by CH 342241. 
CH 342241 discloses a method for drawing paper webs through a longitudinal 

folding hopper wherein a plurality of continuous paper webs are provided to a draw in 
device (17) with a plurality of paper web holding devices (19) so that the holding devices 
(1 9) secure the plurality of paper webs together prior to entry of the paper webs into 
longitudinal folding hopper (5), the draw in device then draws the secured paper webs 
through the longitudinal folding hopper (5) and the paper webs are separated from the 
holding devices (19) after accomplishing the drawing in and prior to production. The 
plurality of paper webs is only secured together by the holding devices during the 
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drawing in process (See English translation pages 4-5 and Figures 1 and 2). CH 
342241 anticipates claim 33. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 34 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over CH 
342241 in view of Michalik et al (U.S. Patent 5,503,379). 

CH 342241 is relied upon for the teachings noted above and is silent towards 
joining paper web starts to previously drawn in paper webs to form a paper web train. 
However, such is well known and conventional in the paper draw in art, as shown for 
example in Michalik et al (See Figure 3). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to incorporate conventional practices, 
such as connecting paper web starts to already drawn in paper webs to form a paper 
web train, in the method of CH 342241 as suggested in Michalik et al. 

Response to Amendment 

7. It is noted that an art rejection was not made over claims 33 and 34 in the 
previous office action because the claims had limitations not suggested in the prior art 
that have been removed in the present amendment.
